Dear BROTHER, 


H E new year has began much the ſame as the 
laſt finiſhed, volleys of ſhot and ſheils hourly 
diſcharged from the Spaniſh works. The enemy have 
renewed their former vigilance in the bay, and yeſter- 
day detached a few cruizers both eaſtward and weſt- 


ward. Lieut. Holloway of the Engineers received a 


. wound on the batteries. 


Wind W. This forenoon a ſignal was made on the 
tower at Cabritta, and two pallies went out from AI. 
gaziras. A fail appeared under the Barbary ſhore, but 
after two ſhot being fired at her, ſhe ſurrendered to the 
Dons.

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A ſhort Hiſtory and Deſcription of GIBRALTAR. 


HE firſt name by which this mountain was known 


was that of Mons Calpe, and it continued to be | 


ſo called till tbe incurſions of the Arabs in the year 


713. It is not my intention to explore the dark hi. 


tory of this famous rock; it is buried in obſcurity, or 
involved in doubt. Hiſtorians ſay, that it was poſſeſſ- 
ed by the Scythians at the firſt ſettlement of that coun- 
try. When the all. conquering Romans reduced Iberia, 


this mountain afforded a temporary aſylum to the 


Beticans ; but their reſiſtance was vain, and a Ro- 
man ſettlement was made to the weſt of Calpe, which 
bore the name of Julia Traducta. The Carthigimans 


ſeized on all Betica, but it was recovered by Lucius 


Licinius Lucullus, and Calpe remained in the poſſeſſion 


of the Romans until they were ultimately driven out of 


all Spain by the Weſtrogoths in 568. A domeſtic quar- 
rel introduced the Arabs into Spain in the year, 713. 
The mountain then obtained the name of Fibal Tarik, 


or Tarik's Mountain, Tarik being the chiefunder whom 
the incurſion was made; this is declared to be the ori- 


gin of the name which by eorruption of found and or · 
thography, is now Gibraltar. | 


It has undergone no fewer than thirteen ſieges. 


In 1310 Alonzo Perez de Guzman firſt took it from 
the Infidels, which ſo enraged them, that they mur- 
dered their — Aahomet,

of Grenada, i in vain attempted to retake it. 


The third a in February 1332, under 
Abamelique, when the Spaniards, after enduring al- 


moſt intolerable fatigue, and ſubſiſting for weeks on 


the leather of their ſhields, were ſtarved, into a ſur- 
Nu in the middle of June. 


The fourth 6 jege was begun by Don Alonza XI. in 
the end of the ſame month, he having been within four 
days march of the place on its ſurrender. This inveſt- 
ment was attended with uncommon circumſtances of 
hardſhip, both to the beſieged and beſiegers: The lat- 
ter were blocked up in the neck of Gibraltar by the 
king of Grenada and Abamelique, who marched with 
an army to the relief of the garriſon. At laſt, on the 
20th of Auguſt, a peace was concluded,and the liege 
was raiſed. coi EEC. 


Don Alonza again ſet down before it in the ſums 


mer, 1349, and during this, which was the fifth ſiege, 


and which continued for nine months, the garriſon was 


reduced to great ſtraits. But Don Alonza was carried 
— by the plague in March, 1350. 


The Ee of Fez neglecting their ir Spaiith ter- 
ritories, Juzaf, third king of Grenada, took it in 
1410. This was the ſixth ſiege, but the next year the 


inhabitants drove out the conquerors, and put them- 


ſelves under the IG of nt Beuld, Emperor 
of Fez. 5 


Juzaf 
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Juzaf beſieged it in form the January following 
with a fleet and army, and the garriſon was ſtarved 
into a ſurrender. This was the ſeventh fiege. 

The eight ſiege was in 1438, when Don Emique 
de Guzman attacked it with a ſtrong force, but was 
defeated'by the Moors, and drowned. His fon, how- 
ever, brought off the remains of his army. 


In 1462, the ſon returned with greater force, and 


took the place, which ever ſince has remained in poſ- 


ſeſſion of the Chriſtians. This was the ninth ſiege. 


The tenth was in 1704, when it was torn from the 


Spaniards by the Engliſh, under the command of Sir 


George Rooke“. 


The Spaniards were ſorely butt with the lofs of this 
moſt important ſtation. They knew its confequence, 
and, added to the value conferred by its ſtrength and 


ſituation, the circumſtance of giving to an ancient ene- 
my ſuch a footing in the kingdom, was a mortification 
which the proud ſpirit of the Spaniards could not bert. 


An expedition was immediately formed, and the 
eleventh ſiege commenced under the Marquis de Vil- 
ladarias. The ſiege laſted four months; and finding 


all their efforts, though vigorous, were vain, it was 


abandoned in 1705.

® The Prince of Heſſe had landed on the Iſthmus with eighteen 
hundred men, but the ſteepneſs of the rock made an attack 
on that ſide impracticable. The Britiſh fleet fired upwards 
of 15000 ſhot, without effecting a ſurrender, when a body of 
Sailors, ow the ath Auguſt, in a merry-making excurſion, 
happening to row cloſe under the New Mole in their boats, 
(the cannon of which muſt have "ſunk them had any been 
red,) were encouraged to attempt landing; and being fſuc- 
ceſs ful, they mounted the Mole, and hoiſted a red jacket as a 
fignal of poſſeſſion. Boats, with troops and ſeamen, imme! 
ately were detached to ſhore, and in a ſhort time they got 
pofſciſion of the eight gun battery in the Line Wall, which 
cauſed the Town to ſurrender. | 
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Great Britain, fully ſenſible of i its ent, hath 
maintained it at an immenſe coſt, and hath taken ſuch 
advantage of its natural powers in diſpoſing the works 
that have been raiſed, as to make i it indubitable the 
ſtrongeſt fortification i in the univerſe. Spain has ob- 


ſerved this conduct with unavailing regret. The re- 


Covery of this poſt has at one time given them ſubje& 


for declaring a war, and at another has been claimed 
as the price of peace. They ceded it at the peace of 
| Uerecht without grace, for they ſtipulated for a right of 
pre exemption in caſe Great Britain ſhould diſpoſe of it. 
Many negociations were opened; many offers of pur- 
| Chaſe, and of places to be exchanged for it; but all 


were fruitleſs. The Engliſh nation were juſtly jealous 


of t the treaſure, and if at one time miniſters were diſ- 
a poſed or were cajoled to ſquander it by negociation, the 
bargain was prevented by the vigilance of parliament 
and the ſpirit of the people. It was made the ſubject 
of warm diſcuſſion i in the Lower Houſe in the year 
1727. Theſe ſecret manceuvres proving abortive, the 
Spaniards ſat down before Gibraltar on the igth of Fe- 

5 bruary i in 1727; but this, which was the 12th Gege, 
and under the conduct of the Marquis de la Teras, 
Was like the former, ſpirited and fruitleſs. 


The thirteenth ſiege was begun in 1979, boa 


tinued inceſſantly until 1783, a period of almoſt four 
years. On the firſt inveſtment, Admiral Don Barcello 


blocked the port by ſea, and General Don Juan de 


Mendoza, cut of the communication by land. A ſhort 


time after he was recalled for particular reaſons, and 
M6.

"beſet any fortreſs. The Spaniards have bent every 
© endeavour to this ſingle object. They have ſtarved 
their marine, and neglected their power in every "= 
ther quarter of the globe, that they might employ 
all their, reſources, and direct all their attention to 
this great end.

for repoſe. All their ſtruggles, however, have been 
vain. The garriſon was annually relieved with pro- 
3 viſions, though the want of ſtore-houſes tended 
R greatly to render it uneatable ; and when they ruſh- 
j cee on confident of victory, had the glory to gain im- 
| - mortar : renown, by repulſing ſo ſuperior a force,

+ VICES of General SI GEORGE AUGUS- 
TUS ELIOT r. 0 


I R George Aug Eliot, the brave and tant 
—gefendet of Gibraltar, is the ſon of the late Sir 
Villert Eliott of Stobbs, in Roxburghſhire. The antient 

and honourable family of Eliot of Stobbe, as well as the 
collateral branch of Eliot of Minto in the ſame coun- 


ty, and of Elit of Port Eliot, in Cornwall, are ori- 
ginally from Normandy. Their anceſtor, Mt Alioh, 
came over with William the Conqueror, and held a 
diſtinguiſhed rank in his. army. There is a tradition- 
ary, anecdote in the family relating to an honourable 


diſtehction in their coat, which, as it correſponds with 


hiſtory, bears the appearance of truth. When Wil- 
liam ſet foot on the Engliſh land, he lippet and fell on 
the earth. He ſprang up again and exclaimed, that it 
Was a bappy omen—he had embraced the country of 
which he was to become the Lord, Upon this Aliot 
drew his ſword, and ſwore by the honour of a ſoldier, 
| that he would maintain, at the hazard of bis blood, the 
. right of bis Lord to the ſovereignty of the earth which 
che had embraced. On the eventiof conqueſt, King 
M illiam added to the arms of Aliot, which was 2 
baton or, on a field azure, and the arm and ſword, 26 
a cxeſt, with the motto, per ſaxa, per ignet, fortiter, et 
recte. We mention this as a curious fact, delivered

fon, and he is now the only ſurviving one- His el- 
delt brother, Sir Jobs Elia left the title and eſtate 


-to his ſon, the preſent Sir Francis Eliott, Who is 


therefore nephey to the General. 
Sir George Aug uftus Eliott was born about the year 


under a private tutor retained at the family feat. At 
an early age he was ſent to the Univerſity of Leyden, 


here he made a rapid progreſs i in claſſical learning, 


and ſpoke with elegance and fluency the German and 
French languages. Being deſigned for a military life, 
he was ſent from thence to the celebrated Ecole Royale 
du genie militaire, at La Pere in Picardy. This ſchool 
was rendered the moſt famous i in Europe by means of 


the great Vaubon, under whom it was conducted. It 
is now under the management and care of the Comte 


d' Horroville. Here it was that the foundation was 
laid of that knowledge of taQics in all its branches, 


and particularly : in the arts of engineering and forti- 
- fication, which has fo greatly diſtinguiſhed this officer 


fince. He compleated his military courſe on the con» 


tinent by a tour, for the purpoſe of ſeeing in practice 


What he had been ſtuding in theory. Pruſſia was the 


model for diſeipline, and he continued for ſome time 
as à volunteer in that ſervice. Such were the ſteps ta- 
ken by the young men of faſhion in that day to ac - 
; compliſh themſelves for the ſervice of their country. 


Many of his cotemporaries were then firmly engaged, 


n Hobly abandoning the enjoyments of eaſe and dur 
at home, for the opportunity of ſeeing actual ſeryicse. 
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Mr Eliott returned, in the 17th year of his age, to 
his native country of Scotland, and was, in the ſame 
year, 1735, introduced by his father, Sir Gilbert, to 
Lieut. Col. Peers of the 23d regiment" of foot, or 
Royal Welch Fuzileers, then lying in Edinburgh. Sir 
Gilbert preſented him a youth anxious to bear arms for 
his King and country. He was accordingly entered ag 
a volunteer in that regiment, and continued fora twelve: 

month or more. At this time he gave a promiſe 'of 
his future military talents, and ſhewed that he was at 
leaſt à foldier au cr. From the 23d he went into 
the engineer corps at Woolwich, and made great pro- 
greſs in that ſtudy, until his uncle, Colonel Eliott, 
brought him in as Adjutant of the ſecond troop of horſe 
grenadiers.-In this fituation he conducted himſelf with 
the moſt exemplary attention, and laid the foundation 
of that diſcipline which has rendered thoſe two troops 
the fineſt corps of heavy cavalry in Europe, the'Hano- 
verian body guards, and the muſketeers of France not 
excepted. With theſe troops he went upon ſervice to 
Germany in the war before laſt, and was with them 
in a variety of actions. At the battle of Dettingen he 
was wounded. In this corps he firſt bought the rank 
of Captain and Major, and afterwards purchaſed the 
| Lieutenant Colonlcy fram Col. Brewarton, who ſuc» 
ceeded his uncle. On arriving at this rank he reſign- 
ed his commiſſion as an engineer, which he had enjoy- 
ed along with his other rank, and in which ſervice he 
had been actively employed very much to the advan- 
tage of his country. He had received the inſtructions 


* the Hmous Engineer Bellidor, and made himſelf . 


completely 
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completely maſter of the ſcience of gunnery. Hach he 
not diſintereſtedly reſigned his rank in the engineer de- 
partment, he would now, by regular progreſſion, have 
been at the head of that corps. goon after this he was 
appointed Aid- de camp to King-Gz0RrGE II. and was 
alreadydiſtinguiſhed for his military ſkill and diſcipline, 
In the year 1739 he quifted the ſecond troop of horſe 
grenadier guards, being ſelected to raiſe, form, and 
diſcipline the firſt regiment of light horſe, called after 


him Eliott's. As ſoon as they were raiſed and formed, 


he was appointed to the command of the cavalry in the 
expedition on the coaſts of France, with the rank of 
Brigadier General. After this he paſſed into Get mar Yo 
where he was employed on the ſtaff, and greatly. diſ- 
tinguiſhed himſelf in a variety of) movements, while 
his regiment diſplayed a triftneſs of diſcipline activity, 
and enterprize, which gained them ſignal honour ; and 

indeed they have been the pattern regiment, both in re- 

gard to diſcipline and appointment, to the many light 
Atragoon troops that have, ſince that period, been raiſed 
in our ſervice. F rom Germany he was recalled for the 
purpoſe of being employed. as ſecond in command in 
the memorable! expedition againſt the Havannah., It 
was poſſible to find an officer in the ſunſhine of the 
Court to whom, under the patronage of a Prince, the 


trappings of the chief command might be given; but 


an Elitt was wanted to act, as well as an Albemarle 
zo ſhine, and for him they were forced to go. to the 
duſty plains of Germany. The circumſtances of that 
_ conqueſt are well known. It ſgems as if our braye

Our om will e —_ eee. a mort 
anecdote, which occurred immediately aſter the redue- 
tion, as it ſhews, that in the very heat and outrages 

of war, the General was not unmindful of the rights 

of humanity. He. was particularly eminent among the 
conquerors of the Havannah, for his diſintereſted pro- 
cedure, and for checking the horrors of indiſcriminate 
plunder. To him, therefore, appeals were moſt fre- 

| quently made. A Frenchman, who had ſuffered great- 
| Iy by the depredations of the ſoldiery, made applici- 
| tion to him, and begged, in bad Engliſh, that he would 
interfere to bave his property reſtored.» The petition- 


. er's wife, who was preſent, a woman of great ſpirit,

* his Majeſty in Hyde park - when they preſented to 
the King the ſtandards which they had taken from the 


enemy.. TheKing,gratified with their high character, 
aſked Gen. Eliott, what mark of his favour be could 


| beſtow on his regiment equal to their, merits. He an · 


ſwered, that his. regiment would be proud if his Ma- 
jeſty ſhould think, that, by their ſervices, they were en- 
titled to the diſtinction of Royals, It was accordingly 
made a Royal Regiment, with this flattering title, 
the 15th, or K1NG's Reyal Regiment of Light Dragoons. 


At the ſame time, the King expreſſed a deſire to confer 


a mark of his favour on the brave General ; but he de- 
elared,that the honour and ſatisfaction of his Majeſty” $ 
approbation of his WER was * beſt reward. 


During the ee he was not ile, His great talents 
in the curious branches of the military art, oy bim 
ample employment; and in the year 1775, he was 


appointed to {wecced Gen. A*Court as commander i in

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Chief of the forces in Ireland. But he did not continue 


long in this ſtation; not even long enough to unpack 
all his trunks; for finding that interferences were 


made by petty authority derogatory to his own, he re- 
ſiſted the practice with becoming ſpirit ; and not chu- 


Ning to diſturb the government of the ſiſterkingdom, 


on'a matter perſonal to himſelf, he ſolicited to be re. 


ralled, and accordingly was ſo, when he was appoint- 


ed to the command of Gibraltar, in a fortunate hour 
for the ſafety of that important fortreſs. The ſyſtem 
of his life, as well as his education, peculiarly quali- 


fed him for his traſt, He is, perhaps, the moſt ab · 


ſtemious man of the age. His food is vegetables, and 


his drink water. He neither indulges himſelf in ani. 


mal food nor wine. He never ſleeps more than four 


hours at a time; ſo that he is up later and earlier than 


moſt other men. He has ſo inured himſelf to habits of 
hardineſs, that the things which are diene and pain- 


dach 2 man into a ſurrender, nor eaſy to furpriſe him. 


His wants are eaſily ſupplied, and his watchfulneſs be- 


yond precedent. The example of the Commander in 


Chief in a beſieged garriſon, has a moſt perſuaſive eſſi- 
cacy in forming the manners of the ſoldiery. Like 


him, his brave followers came to regulate their lives by 


the moſt ſtrict rates of diſcipline before there aroſe a 


neceſſity for ſo doing; and ſevere exerciſe, with hort 
diet, became habitual to them by their own choice. 
The military ſyſtem of diſcipline which he introduced, 
— 8 oy preparations he made for his defence, were: 


Mm N contrived 
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' contrived Ti fo much judgment, and exetuted with 
ſo much addreſs, that he has been able, with a handful 


of men, to preſerve his poſt againſt an attack, the con- 
ſtancy of which, even without the vigour, has been 


ſufficient to exhauft any ſet of men, Collected within 
himſelf, he has in no inſtance deſtroyed, by premature 
5 attacks, the labour which would coſt the enemy time, 
patience, and expence to compleat ; he has never fpent 
his ammunition in; uſeleſs parade, or in unimpertant 
attacks, He has never relaxed from his diſcipline by 
the appearance of ſecurity, nor hazarded the lives of 
his garriſon by wild experiments. By a cool and tem- 


perate demeanour he maintained his ſation for four 
years of conſtant inveſtment, in which all the powers 
of Spain were employed. All the eyes of Curope have 
been on his garriſon, and his conduct has juſtly exalt- 
ed him to a moſt elevated place in the nee * 
of the preſent day. * 

The General married a alter of the Wann Sir 
Francis Drake, and by her has had a ſon and a daugh- 
ter. The ſon is now Lieut, Col. of the 6th (or In- 
niſkilling) regiment of dragoons, and the daughter. is. 
married to Mr Fuller, of Bayly Park, in Suſſex. His 
lady died about fourteen years ago, and her loſs the 
General has not yet ceaſed to lament. The General 
is now about his ſixty- eight year, but his temperate 
living has preſerved to him his looks with great ireſh- - 
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
